The West Milt more" Com- 
munity Assn. purchased a 
resiuscltalor-inlialator for the 
orga nization soon after they 
went" into operation in May 

.1050 During the time the 

Rescue Squad was organized 
and the time they went into 
operation, the volunteers un- 
derwent a training prograiiv 
to acquaint them with first 
aid procedures.- An 'advanc- 
ed first aid course was pre- 
sented by the Red Cross. 

Charter members of the 
Rescue Squad! were Everett 
Awe, Gene Barth, Anthony

For 
example, a check payable to 
"Cash." or endorsed by the 
person to whom it is made 
payable, and nothing else, 
is-; at most equivalent* to cash. 
It can bo passed from poi- 
son to person, without en- 
dorsement, and it is compara- 
tively easy for an unauthor- 
ized person to cash such a 
check. 

That is why it is wise to 
dr aw cheeks to "Cash" only 
when-you-are ready to use 
them, and wail until you are 
prepared to cash cheeks you 
receive before you endorse 
them.

• The 1900 Primary Highway 
Improvement Program will 
provide for* right-of-way ac- 
quisition and construction 
projects costing an estlmat- 
. ed $217,500,000, according to 
an announcement, made by 
Governor Otto Kerner. 

Of the* total amount avail- 
able, $147,200,000 1st ear- 
marked for work on inter- 
state highways and $70,300,- 
000 for nonintcrstate high- 
ways. Right-of-way costs are 
expected to total about one- 
sixth of, the program, 

The slate .will provide 
$41,400,000 of the total avail* 
abyle, local sources will pro- 
vide .$17,000,000, -federal 
_funds will provide $159,100,- 
000 of" which $132,500,000 
—must-be used on interstate 
highways and $20,000,000 on 
noninlerstate routes. 

The 1900 highway program 
provides for the continued 
construction of interstate 
highways as rapidly as . fed- 
eral funds permit. Eight 
lettlngs are scheduled for 
. 1966, the first one in Spring- 
field: on January 20. 

During-1966 it is antici- 
pated Illinois will be appor- 
tioned $6,000,000 in federal 
funds for highday beautifica- 
tion. Locations where these 
funds can most appropriately 
be utilized are now under 
study. Projects, to be under- 
taken will consist of land- 
scaping primary highways, 
rest areas on primary high- 
ways and procurement of 
scenic easements.

Iron Cooking Pol 
Aids Nutrition 

"I hate to see the disap- 
pearance of Ihe old-fashioned 
cast iron Dutch oven from • 
American kitchens," Dr. Carl 
V. ' Moore, authority on 
anemia, told a recent session 
of the Interstate Postgradu- 
ate Medical Association in 
Cleveland. "Food cooked in 
this type of utensil nas a 
much higher iron content," 
the doctor said, "and the 
gradual substitution of alum- 
inum and stainless steel for 
iron in the manufacture of 
cooking utensils may have a 
most unfortunate effect on 
dietary iron intake." 

Most healthy ' American 
in en and postmenopausal 
women probably get enough 
iron In their three meals a 
day, the doctor observed, but . 
deficiencies . arc likely" to 
occur in growing children, 
younger women and preg- 
nant women. 

The Washington Univcrr 
sity Medical School - blood 
specialist noted that studies 
of the iron intake of papu- 
lations all over the world 
show that the large amount 
of Iron consumed by • the 
Bantus of Africa is due to 
their custom of cooking .food 
and fermenting beverages. in 
iron pots. A high iron con- 
tent has a(so been found- in 
food served in military mess- . 
es, where cooking is done in 
iron vessels. Dr. Moore said. 
•■ " These studies prompted 
us to explore the effects of 
cooking in Dutch ovens and 
to measure the Iron content 
of seven foods cooked for 
the same period of time in , 
glass dishes and' cast iron 
skillets," Dr. Moore told the 
meeting. "There was a sig- 
nificantly higher iron con- 
tent in fried potatoes, rice,

Percy Calls On 
College Youth For 
Constructive Action 

Charles II. Percy told the 
University of Illinois student 
body Tuesday night that pub-. 
llC'Splrlted young people will 
be judged by the cpinllly of 
their thought and by their 
commitment to'' superior ac- 
complishment. 

In a nonpolltlcal speech to 
2000 students. in the Univer- 
sity Auditorium In .Cham- 
paign, Percy mentioned re- 
cenl student demonstrations 
throughout the country, 'He 
cited ■the' Berkeley; campus 
agiliiUoii, , saying of those 
^IAUl(iJitSr^4ie>uf«ughUiike- 
true. Americans for the great- 
est of' American principles, 
the rlghl of free speech. And 
when they had won and the 
nation then cocked an ear- to 
find out what It was thev 
wanted ,lo tell Hie world, the 
best the most Vociferous of 
them Could produce was four- 
letter words on' placards." 

On the other hand, Percy 
suitl, man y sUtdeht_grtiiips 
have been atfleno~RlonfTy~liie 
legitimate human needs h\ 
our society and have taken 
constructive action, lie men- 
tioned particularly the tutor- 
ing projects for slum chil- 
dren carried out by volun- 
teer college students' in many 
urban centers', including Chi- 
cago. . 

Percy cautioned the stu- 
dents .against arfecthig un- 
conventional dress and man- 
ners as a rebuke to society, 
lie called this style "an argu- 
ment or inarticulate super- 
ficiality," adding that it has 
been a characteristic of some 
unusually gifted people to 
be unconcerned about their 
personal appearance, but 
that to emulate this "lowest 
and least significant aspect 
of their lives" certainly can- 
not make or the mimic a bet- 
ter man in any way. 

Ho said that "If students 
have a protest about the con- 
duct of, foreign policy or the 
1 real men t of Negro citizens 
or neglect of the poor in our 
midst, it is our duly not only 
to .tolerate "but to encourage 
such concern for the public 
good, such attention to the 
rights of all citizens, .and

The two stands arc actual- 
ly special ~ "prompters"! hat' 
permit the President to talk 
to the audience in a relaxed, 
casual manner while slicking 
precisely to what" he wants 
to say.. 

•'The White House owns 
four or five sets of the 
prompters, and one travels 
with the President wherever 
lie goes.- The men required 
to operate it also travel with 
Ihe President, one of them in 
the. employ of the prompt- 
er's' manufacturer." the mag- 
azine said, "After, each 
speyeh, the text is unrolled 
from the spools, folded, and, 
placed in the President's 
archives along with a taped 
.version of the remarks."
